“It is, or should be, the duty of the judge 
to instruct the jury to take into consideration 
the time elapsed between the committing of

with the proposed widening of 
Michigan boulevard, the creation of an outer 
belt eystem of parks, the extension of munic- 
ipal playgrounds and small parks, comes 
R proposed re-arrangement of the railway 
Wy terminale of the city. A unified eystem, 
> which will serve the convenience of the 
. ' traveling public and at the same time be of 
impressive architectural grandeur, has been 
suggested in detail by Mr. F. A. Delano of | 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- | 
road. ‘The subject has received careful 
thought in Mr. Deland’s leisure hours, and | 
bis suggested solution of the railway termi- 
hal problem has been inspired by the desire 
lo give Chicago thé best termina) system 
in the country. The monograph which he 
has prepared is accompanied with several 
maps to illustrate the details of the pro- 

posed plan. 

The plan pantemaplated the erection of five 
stations, each one block‘in width, between 
Btate street on the east and the river on the 
great; these stations to be erected either on 
Tayiet op Twelfth street, and the street 
pelected ag the site to be widened into a 
boulevard of geperous width. CQhicago’s rail- 
road traffic is too large to be accommodated 
by one unionstation. Mr. Delano’s proposal 
is to settife.a site large enough to allow 
all the’roads which ‘enter the eity to eatab- 
lish by side. If the site| 
at Twelfth street were selected, the rail- 
toads would utilize the territory bounded 
by State street, Twelfth street, the river, 
end Sixteenth street. The channel of the 
river ,would, be straightened out between 
Twelfth and Sixteenth streets, thus giving 
ample. space for the five stations which 
would extend west from State street. Space 
would be reserved west of the river to allow 
a sixth station when traffic demanded its 

The advantages of the proposed scheme 
are obvious. It would do away with alarge 
part ef the inconvenience and expense of. 
transferring passengers, mail, express, and 
baggage. The position of the six terminals 
at present is the source of endless incon- 
venience to through passengers, for in most 
cases a change of care is necessary in going 
inom one station to another. Few of the 
stations are situated on direct lines of trans- 

“portation leading to all parte of the city. 
The surroundings of the terminals are not 
puch as to give one a pleasant impression 
of the city. 

Mr. Delano has made a suggestion for a 
movement in the right direction, and it ig to 
be hoped ‘that the railway interests may co- 

» operate in giving Chicago the terminal facili- 
ties to which the city is rightly entitled by 

reason of its commanding as a 

railroad center.

WHAT BRUDNIK’S CASE WILL DO. 

An imperfect law may remain on the 
statute books for years. Thousande may 
euffer from its workings and the wrong done 
them pase unnoticed. Finally a flagrant 
ease presents itself. Some paper comments 
ym it, and calls popular attention to the 
Seutty law. Thereupon judges rub their 
o eyes and wonder why they did not notice, 
and speak of, the defectivelaw. Then mem- 
bers of the legislature say the law must be 
amended forthwith. 

The case of John Rudnik, on which Tue 
Tarsunm commented last Sunday, has re- 
vealed <.. the public a great wrong. His 
leg Was crushed in 1885. About three years 
ago, after protracted and expensive litiga- 
tien, it“wae finally decided that he was en- 
titied“to $10,000 for-his injuries. But inter- 
est did not begin to accrue until the last ver- 
dict in his favor had been returned. For 
bout sixteen years the defendant in the suit 
_— had the use and the income of the $10,000 
4 it was finally decided Rudnik was entitled 

to on account of his injuries. 

Rudnik has been an exceptional victim of 

legal injustice, but there have been thou-. 
‘sands of others who have suffered in the 
: ame way, though in less degree, and there 
: are other thousands yet to euffer unless a 
q ‘bed law is amended. Probably it will be, 
\ ‘Mow that nobody can plead ignorance as an 
‘excuse for non-action. 
' Whe public is ‘able to eee now why de 
fendants in personal injury suits where the 
plaintiff has a good case take advantage of

ING EDWARD'S appointment of the 
duke of Northumberiand to the office 
ef lord lieutenant of the county from 
Which he takes his title is not without 
a certain amount of interest to people 

on this side of the Atlantic. For the duke be- 
longs to that house of Smithson to which the 
United States owes the now world famed 
Smithsonian institution at Washington, and 
then, too, there are prospects of a cause 
célébre at an early date in England through 
the institution of proceedings by an American 
citizen for recognition by the English crown 
as earl of Northumberland and as chief of 
the historic and illustrious house of Percy. 

The present duke’s patronymic ie really 
Smithson, the first duke of the actual crea- 
tion, Hugh Smithson by name, having mar- 
ried the only daughter and sole heiress of the 
last Percy, duke of Northumberland, and be- 
ing subsequently elevated to the honors of 
hie father-in-law, whose patronymic he as- 
sumed in Heu of hig own. Now one of the an- 
cestors ofthis last Percy, duke of Northum- 
berland—namely: the third earl of Northum- 
berland, haé a brother of the name of George, 
who emigrated to America and settled in Vir-. 
ginia. In Burke's Peerage he ie recorded as 
having died 8. P. tn 1062. It would seem, 
however, that these two letters were errone- 
ous, and that, on the contrary, ae ee ee 
mate sons, , 


In the early bart of the last century the 
descendants in the male line direct of 
this George Percy were etill living in Vir- 
| ginla, their ancestry being a matter of com- 
mon knowledge. Their descendants in turn 
are living today and the senior of them in 
point of lineage has, I hear, initiated steps In 
England to establish his claims to the earl- 
com of Northumberland, as heir in the male 
line direct of the Hon. George Percy, younger 
son of the second earl. Of course, he would 
not be able to recover the Percy estates. But 
as he is wealthy, I understand that he will be 
quite content with the earldom of Northum- 
berland und with the chieftainship of the his- 
toric house of Louvain-Percy, which the 
present duke would be compelled to surren- 
der to him elong with the Percy armorial 
bearings.

» churches and still larger sums than either of 
these in the construction of roads, bridges, 
and drainage. works. 

The duke has two famous country seats, 
Syon house and Alnwick castle, the latter 
being the more important of the two and is 
situated. in Northumberland. It is a noble 
and majestic plie, one of the finest existing 
specimens of the old border casties of the 
middie ages, and the only historic buikiing 
in Great Britain, excepting Windsor, War- 
wick castle, the tower of London, and West- 
minster abbey, which was in existence over 
1,000 years ago. Me battlemented walls, 
flanked by sixteen huge towers, and its 
monumental kitchens are celebrated by 
Lord Beaconsfield in hie novel Tancred.” .

Echoes of an old time ducal romance have 
been recalled by a suit which has just been 
instituted in the Scotch courte by a man of 
the name of Thomas Blyth, who, in spite of . 
his being a workingman, earning his bread | 
as a carter, is nevertheless the grandnephew 
of the duchess of Gordon. The fourth duke 
of Gordon was twice married. His first wife 
was that famous Duchess Jean of Gordon, 
the patroness of Burns, and who was so 
largely instrumental in raising the splendid 
régiment of Gordon Highlanders by offering 
recruits a kiss in addition to the customary 
shilling. Volumes of stories could be written 
about this fascinating woman, who played 
so important a réle in the political and social 
life of Scotland and also of England towards 
the end of the eighteenth century and in 
the early part of the nineteenth century. 

After her death the duke consoled himself 
for her loss by marrying his housekeeper, a 
‘woman of the name of Jane Christie. She | 
predeceased her husband, who, though she 
had borne him no children, nevertheless made 
handsome provision for her heirs, her neph- 
ews and nieces, in the shape of annuities, 
charged upon his estate. These annuities 
were paid by his son, the fifth and last duke 
of Gordon, who died towards the middle of 
the last century, leaving all his Scotch estates 
to his nephew, the late duke of Richmond, 
whom Quéen Victoria subsequently created 
English duke of Gordon, for the crown is 
debarred by the terms of the constitution 
from creating any Scotch peerages. 

The late duke of Richmond declined to 
charge the estates any longer with the an- 
nuities to the relatives of the Christie 
duchess of Gordon, and compromised them 
for a lump sum. This money was divided 
among all the original annuitants and their 
descendants pro rata. Thomas Blyth in- 
sists that his mother did not receive her fair 
share, that she was defrauded by her brothers 
and sisters, and has now instituted proceed- 
ings against his cousins, with the result that 
all the old story of the marriage of the duke 
of Gordon ‘to his peasant born housekeeper, 
who had graduated from the kitchen, has 
neon dragged once a into the light of day. 


“While Jane Christie c I 
the only instance on record of a kitchen 
maid becoming a British duchess, there are 
other cases of women who have followed 
humble callings in life attaining ducal rank. 
Thus, the wife of the late duke de la Roche- 
foucauld was prior to her marriage a laun- 
co as was the first duchese de Monte- 


The first wife of the eccentric Prince 
Joseph Sulkowski, duke of Bielitz. who, by 
the bye, was born in this country under the 
American flag, and, as an American citizen, 
married the pretty nurse of his young sister, 
with the avowed purpose of making his 

father angry. He succeeded, for the old gen- 
| tleman immediately succumbed to a fit of 
apoplexy, whereupon the prince, or duke, I 
should say, having accomplished his filial 


| object, negotiated by means of cash, a divorce 


from his wife, and not long afterwards mar- 
ried a woman of-the name of Ida Jaeger, of 
the humblest parentage, and who, when 
she attracted his attention, was figuring 
nightly in a circus as a lion and tiger tamer. 


| As soon as ever she noticed that he was 

getting tired of her, she took the precaution 
of having him committed to a lunatic asylum, 
near Vienna, which, in view of his extray- 

agancies and eccentricities, was not a matter 
of great difficulty. Subsequently he escaped, 

end fied to Germany, where he secured a de- 

cree from the Prussian courts declaring him 

to be sane, though the Austrian tribunal in- 

sists to this day that he was crazy. Ever since 
he has been” in litigation with his 
wife, who continues to retain her holé upon 

his property in A -~Htngary, where he 

figures in the eye of the law aa a lunatic;

SHORT ‘STUDIES IN PHYSICS 


ANY solid substances may, by theap- 
plication of heat, be turned into 
liquids, and all liquids may, by the 

| application of heat, be turned into 
" gases. A gas is a substance in its 
most diffused and rarefig@@form. In this 
form it has all the essential properties of 
matter which characterize liquide and solids. 
That gases are impenetrable may be shown 
by a simple experiment with air. Immerse 
a tumbler, mouth downward, in water. It 
will be found that the water does not fill the 
tumbler. The air inside the tumbler has not 
had # chance to escape and the water cannot 
enter while it remains, 

Gases are compressible and elastic in the 
highest degree: The amount of space they 
. ocoupy is directly proportionate to the pres- 
eure upon them. Double the pressure and 
‘they contract into half the space. With- 
draw half the pressure, and in virtue of their 
elasticity they expand mayan: they occupy 
twice the space, 

Gases also have weight. Let a hollow 
| globe filled with air be weighed. Lat it be 
weighed again after the air has been exhaust- 
ed from it. It will be heavier when weighed 
the second time than when first weighed. 
The difference shows the weight of the air 
withdrawn. One hundred cubic inches of air 
weigh thirty-two grains. Hydrogen is lighter 
than this and carbon ere heavier.

if there happen to be occasion for them, while 
the habit of using drugs too frequently should 
be deprecated. One of these simple remedies 
is a roll of sticking plaster, a rea} necessity 
where there are growing boys with a 
facility for accidental cuts and bruises. 
Another is’ n box of simple cerate or 
a jar of vaseline; a square of mutton tallow 
and a block of cocoa butter are useful arti- 
cles to have in the medicine closet. . 

Worn out sheets and pillow slips and hand- 
kerebiiefs should furnish pieces in different 
lengths, ready for bandages. 

A mother should be able to get at a mo- 
ment's notice mustard, sweet ofl, camphor, . 
camphorated ofl, paregoric, ipecac, and qui- 
nine in one or two grain pills. A foot tub, 
ready for the hot water which may be need- 
ed to bathe the fevered child or to relax 
the iimbs twisted in a convulsion, soft tow- 
els, a spirit lamp, and a smal! teakettie, 
flaxseed for poultices, catnip, ground ginger, 
pennyroyal, and mint are useful now as in 
the days of long ago. 

So soon as children are threatened with 
fiiness, if one can, the rule should be to 
summon a physician. If the thing is saline 
in time a serious iliness\may be avoided, 
and ofttimes what overs ‘to the unskilled a 

ng symptom to ve eye may. for 
tell a vitai diseaae. 

Especially where young children and ba- 
bies are too small to tell their troubles the 
mother should at once have the doctor if 
they do not seem quiteright. But she should 
not grow excited at every little sign of 
iliness. 

The laws of ‘health should be closely ob- 
served. . Littie feet must be kept warm, lit- 
tle bodies. carefully clothed, diet watched, 
daily bathing and sleeping at regular hours 
must be insisted upon.
